D eliveries of grain to the 

S lakehead by the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways during Sep¬ 
tember just closed exceeded the com¬ 
bined deliveries of September, 1924, 
and 1923, according to grain figures 
issued -u at Winnipeg on Oct. 1st, 
18,913 cars were delivered during 
September, 1925, against 4,651 in 
September, 1924, and 12,656 in the 
same month of 1923. The daily 
average for September, 1925, was 
; ;630 cars against the previous record 

of 322, established in Sentember, 
1923. 

New records were made by the 
’an.ndian National in other branches 
ot the grain movement also. Mar¬ 
ketings during the month were 52,- 
207,000 bushels against the previous 
high mark of 39,770,000, made in 
September, 1923. Loadings were 
27,878 cars and 37,217,000 bushels 
during the month compared with 
22,508 cars and 28,472,000 bushels ,in 
September, 1923. Total loadings on 
Canadian National lines to the end 
of September this year were 29.284 
jcars. and 39,038,000 bushels, against 
tL0,79 cars containing 11,032,000 
bushels at the same date last year. 




On several days toward the end 
of the month, loadings reached from 
1,400 to 1,500 cars per day, which 
during the' ten-hour working day re¬ 
quired the loading of approximately 
two and a half cars per minute in 
order to reach this total. Reducing 
the time to seconds it was estimated 
that at least 60 bushels of grain (the 
contents of a farmer’s wagon box) 
were loaded into a car on Canadian 
National Western lines every second 
during the ten-hour working day. 

The heaviest week of the 
season by four million 
bushels in grain market¬ 
ings closed on Oct. 1st. 

Loadings for the week 
were heavier than any 
previous week since the 
opening of the grain sea¬ 
son by 1,200 cars or nearly 
one million bushels. Com¬ 
pares! with statistics for 
the same period 
last year, the 
week’s marketings 


were just twice those of 192L while 
the loadings were larger by 3,£37 
cars, or 4,258,000 bushels. • 

A record week was also exper¬ 
ienced at the lakehead, when 6,149 
cars of grain were unloaded* and 60 
boats, carrying 13,292,000 bushels, 
were cleared for eastern markets. 
During the same week last year only 
2,208 cars were unloaded and 29 
boats, carrying 
5,806,000 bushels, 
were cleared. ,/fe.

Manitoba; 6,970,000 bushels in Sas¬ 
katchewan; 1,571,000 bushels in Al¬ 
berta; making a total of 10,475,000 
bushels, or 8,580 cars, for the period. 

Marketings at C.N. points were: 
4,167,00 bushels,Manitoba; 11,825,000 
bushels, Saskatchewan; 2,220,000 
bushels, Alberta; total, 17,56S,000 
bushels. This leaves in store at 
midnight Thursday in country eleva¬ 
tors in the three provinces in the 
order given above: 2.649,000, 12,- 
734,000 and 1,972,000 bushels, a 
total of 17,355,000 bushels in stor¬ 
age as compared with 6,579,000 
bushel-, at the same date last year. 

The movement west is speeding 
up also, as threshing progresses 
in the western districts, 417 cars 
having arrived at Van¬ 
couver during August and 
September. This is just 
201 cars more than dur¬ 
ing the same two 
months last year.

Haying completed a ten-thousand-mile tour of Canada 
from coast to coast and return at the inyitation of E. W. 
Realty, chairman and president of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, ten British journalists representing papers 
from London, Western England, Wales, Glasgow and 
Belfast, now' broadcast to Canadians their views of the 
Dominion, These journalists w ere asked to come to this 


country to study at first hand the economic, commercial, 
industrial and agricultural conditions of the Dominion 
and to thus enable them to meet and combat from their 
own knowledge the misunderstanding and misrepre¬ 
sentation of Canada and Canadian conditions that have 
been prevalent in the Old Country of late months.

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FARM NOTES 


It is understood a Scottish syn¬ 
dicate has purchased sixteen acres 
of land adjoining the best residential 
section of Vancouver, B.C., and will 
erect one hundred residences there. 


At the Dominion Experimental 
Farm' at Scott during the season 
of 1925 386 pounds of tomatoes 
were ripened on the yines before 
the first killing forst, 997 pounds 
of well advaiced tomatoes were 
picked green many of which were 
ripened inside in a few days. 

The method of growing was to 
plant the seed in boxes in the hot¬ 
bed about April 12th and reset 
about three inclh.es apart when an 
inch or two high. When four or 
five inches high raise the glass 
gradually for a greater time each 
day and later take boxes out of 
the bed for a while each day thpis 
hardening! the plants to the weath¬ 
er. After all danger of frost is 
past transplant to the gardne 
placing the plants one yard apart 
the ground that only about one 
fourth of the plant is above the 
ground. The plants are often 
beginning to bloom before they 
are transplanted to tike garden. 
All of the branches are kept 
pruned off and only the main 
stem is allowed to grow and this 
is tied up to a stake so that the 
tomatoes are off the ground and 
exposed to the sun. 

When visiting the farm in 
summer be sure to see the toma¬ 
toes growing. 


Although only three years old the 
Oliver district of British Columbia 
has already become noted for its 
production of very fine cantaloupes. 
This year the production is expected 
to be about 26 to 26 carloads. 


The 1,250,000-bushel Government 
Terminal grain elevator being built 
at Prince Rupert, B.C., will be com¬ 
pleted by November 1st, when a 
test shipment of ten carloads ef 
grain will be made through it. 


Notification has been received by 
the Hon. John S. Martin, Minister 
of Agriculture for Ontario, that his 
showing of white Wyandottes at the 
New York State Fair at Syracuse, 
had captured the trophy for the best 
display for the twentieth consecu¬ 
tive year. 


By a recent Order-in-Council of 
the Lieutenant-Governor, premiums 
for clearing land, which had pre¬ 
viously been set at $6 an acre, were 
increased to $8. The Order also pro¬ 
vides that the premium will be paid 
for a maximum of twenty acres of 
'.and and, as a result of it, a settler 
may obtain a grant of $160 from the 
Government as a reward for his 
work.
